Bulls That are Not Irish,
Hrom the fround Table,

It is relnted that the secretary of an English
agriculturnl soclety received orders frouw its
committee to procure several copies of Mr. and
Miss BEdgeworth's Heaay on trish Buls, for the
uee of members tn their labors for the IMprove-
ment of the breed of catile. Lot no one resding
the title of this article (all into a =lmilar error

arding our intention. Neither shall we con-
sider the bulls of the popes, unlesa it be that
ove perpeirnted by Pope Sextus, who printed n
Bible in the prefoce of which he excommuni
eated all printers who should aller the toxt, and
yet was {:im-oll obliged, en necount of its nu-
merous blunders, to cause emendated Yeraps to
s prlm;:tl und pasted over erroncons passuges.

Chambers' Journal has recently publisued sn
article In which It 18, sssumed, as I8 almost
alwnye the case, that the bull is necessarlly indi-
genous Lo Irish foll,.  We propose to “‘snbmic
facts” in corrcetion of this common error.
Nearly thice thousand years ngo in Greece,
Hierocles powed aown in the Aslela many ol the
bulls which go the rounds of the newspapers
pnowadaye attributed 1o Irtshmen. He tells,
among others, ot the person who sat before a
glase with closed eyes to sce how he looked
when asleep: of the one who, having to oross a
river, entered the boat on horseback, giving hig
reason 1or riding that he was in a great hurry;
of the one who declured, aller 4 narrow escape
from drowning, that he would uever enter the
water again till he had learned to swim ; of the
man who, hewring that & rnven would
Jive two bundred years, bought one to
try whether it wus true; of the one

who, finding that half of & cask of wine was
gone, lovked oyer tne top to find an opening
and, being advised to look tor a hole in the
bottom, replied “Blockhead, do you not see ghat
the deliciency 18 at the top, aud not at the bot-
tom ¥ of the one who, meeling an scquuintance,
said, 1 heard you were dead,” aud, recelving
the reply, “But yon see me alive,” answered,
“1 don't know how that may be; you are a noto-
rioug har, und my informer was a person of
credit:” and ot the one who, neglecling to pur-
chase books us a friend had requested i o letter,
and fearing that he might be offended, sald to
him when they next met, “*My dear friend, I
never got the letter you wrote me nbout the
book <"

The philosoplhers have not been free from
bulls, Pythagoras tanght the doctrine of me-
tempsychosiz, and yet stated that he hod scen
the souls of Homer, Hesiod, and others tor-
mented,  Suetonius tells of a Brahmin philogo-
pher whose lite had been eminently prosperous,
and who burned himeell at Athens to prevent u
reverse of lortune, Amid a great concourse of
rt\upll' he entered the fire naked, anointed, and
aughing, He desired that the following epitaph
might be inscribed on his tomb:—*"Here resis
Zarman-Ochagas, the Indian of Bargosa, who,
pocording o the custom of his country, made
himsell immorml” Mr. Holwell, who wrote a
learned account of the doetrines of the Gentoes,
is at grent pamns to solyve the reason why the
fishes were not drowued in the deluge. Cuarious
stories are told, too, of the priests, The monks
of n monustery at Messing, it is related, pro-
claimed, once upon o time, that they had
in their possession & lewter written by the
Virgin Mary. But the impostors had been so
foolish s to write it on paper made of
rags, Instead of on the anclent papyrus,
a4 they easily might have done, and a4 person
who came to see it observed that the letter, be.
sides bewng curious, also invelved u wiracle, tor
the paper on which It was written was not in
existence Lill geveral hundred years after the
mother of our Lord ascended into heaven.
Peter Damian, describiug the fale of the anti
pope, Jobn, at the close of the tenth ecutury,
aaye he “'had s eyes bored out, his ears cut off,
his tongue oud vud, and being then put on an ass
with his face to the tail, which he held in his
hand, was paraded about Rome and obliged 1o
exolaim:—*"Such is the deserving punishment of
him who endeavors to expel the Pope of Rowme
from his seat.

The poets have falso been found puilty, A
critical writer quoting from “‘Paradise Lost,”
Book 1—

“Thus incorporoal gpirits to smallest forms
Reduced thewnr shapes mmimnense and were at large,"
asks, “If they were iucorporeal, what oconsion
had they to reduce their shapes ¥ In Addison's
“Cato” oocurs the following line;—

Y80 the pure Hmpid stream when fewd with stains,'’

Bome one has noticed this couplet from
